
'Bomb site' roads should 
be first on list of repairs 

CALLS FOR ACTION AFTER COUNCIL FUNDING BOOST 


COUNCILLORS have called for problems with 
potholes on storm-damaged roads in and around 
Bridport to be made a priority, after Dorset 
County Council received a multi-million-pound 
funding boost. 

The county council received £5.8 million from the 
Government to support repair work on the roads, fol¬ 
lowing damage caused by the recent severe weather, 
which it intends to spend before the summer. 

A major programme of work is being planned for the 
county’s roads, details of which will be published 
when finalised. 

Councillor Spencer Flower, Leader of Dorset 
County Council, said: “An intense programme of 
works will be planned to make sure this money is 
spent by the Government’s deadline of the summer 
holidays. 

“The plan will look at carrying out repairs in the 
most efficient way, but balanced with causing the least 
disruption to local residents. 

“This is going to be a busy few months with many 
major roads across the county needing attention.”

But Councillor Gillian Summers, chairman of West 
Dorset District Council, who lives on one of the worst 
affected roads in Bridport, said the town should be 
“one of the first on the list” to receive money for re¬ 
pair works. 

She said: “Most areas have been patched up but that 
is not good enough - the whole lot needs to be prop¬ 
erly resurfaced. Simply filling in potholes is a waste of 
time and money. 

“Some of the outer areas in the district have been 
served very well but there remain quite a few prob¬ 
lem areas. 

“We need to use this money to make sure we save 
money in the future by getting the job done now, and 
Bridport should definitely be one of the first on the 
list to benefit.” 

Dorset County Councillor for Bridport, Ros Kayes, 
said some sections of Coneygar Road and Victoria 
Grove in Bridport were looking like “bomb sites” and 
needed to be repaired immediately. 


She said: “It is great news that the Government has 
given extra money in this way but I query whether it 
will be enough. 

“Estimates in Dorset suggest millions of pounds of 
repairs need to be made, and George Street in West 
Bay, Coneygar Road, Victoria Grove and West Ailing- 
ton are particularly bad. 

“The problem is that patching roads does not last. 
Nor has recent road dressing - putting a new top layer 
on - coped well with the weather. The entire network 
needs a complete overhaul. 

Council officials have conceded that the final repair 
bill is likely to exceed £12.4 million and they will 
have to continue to lobby for extra funding. 

The council has also said, due to the timescale of the 
project, some planned road maintenance will need to 
be postponed until later in the year in order to keep 
traffic moving and boost the economy. 

A total of £5,874,311 in emergency payments has so 
far been granted to Dorset to repair local roads dam¬ 
aged by the weather, and the county council is waiting 
to hear if its other funding bids have been successful. 


Bridport artists in running for'Good Graffiti'award 


A PROJECT to reduce vandalism caused by 
graffiti in Bridport could lead to a top 
award for local artists. 

Awards will be handed out to the best 
designs in the 'Good Graffiti' project - a 
West Dorset District Council scheme 
launched last year to minimise damage 
caused by graffiti. 

Blank walls were set up at three sites in 
West Dorset, including St Michael's Trading 
Estate in Bridport, and local artists were 
encouraged to come up with their own de¬ 
signs to fill the spaces. 

Each wall displayed the project's logo so 
those wanting to produce the art could do 
so in an acceptable environment. 

The project was set up by West Dorset 
District Council Chairman and Bridport 
town councillor Gillian Summers in No¬ 
vember, and following its completion, 
awards will be handed out at a ceremony 
at South Walks House in Dorchester next 
week. 

Councillor Summers said: "The project 
has been brilliantly received and lots of 
other councillors from all over the country 
have been asking about ways they can set 
up similar projects. 

"We will be looking at things in the com¬ 
ing months to see whether vandalism has 
been reduced but I think the project has 


certainly improved the situation." 

The awards ceremony, to be held on 
Thursday, April 3rd, will include a screen 
presentation with a message from musi¬ 
cian and DJ Goldie and free food and 
drinks. Posters will be available to buy of 
some of the best works produced over the 
course of the project. 

In support of the scheme, Neil Siford, 
from Bridport, will be sporting the Good 
Graffiti logo on his car when he enters the 
'Monaco or Bust'driving challenge. 

The race, from the UK to Monaco, must 
be completed in a car bought for under 
£250, and Mr Siford has painted up the ve¬ 
hicle as part of the project. He will be rais¬ 
ing money for the British Heart Foundation 
and Diabetes UK as part of the challenge. 

Councillor Summers added:"The car will 
be sporting our Good Graffiti logo and will 
be painted in a Jurassic theme - it will be a 
wonderful way to round off our project. 

"As well as giving street artists a legal 
way to express their art we will be con¬ 
tributing to two very good charities and I 
hope lots of residents will drop by to see 
the progress with the car."

flood recovery 


by Jack Dixon 


WEST Dorset MP Oliver 
Letwin is to take up a 
key role in helping the 
South West recover from 
problems caused by 
flooding. 

The minister has been 
handed the task of lead¬ 
ing the Government's 
flood recovery pro¬ 
grammes in Dorset and 
Devon as Ministerial 
Representative for Flood 
Recovery. 

Mr Letwin, who is a 
Cabinet Minister for 
Government Policy, held 
his first meetings in the 


new role on Friday, and 
will continue to meet 
with local businesses 
and communities to 
fully understand the im¬ 
pacts of the storms 
across the region. 

He is also scheduled to 
meet with representa¬ 
tives of organisations 
which helped with the 
initial flood response 
and recovery process, 
including local councils, 
Government agencies, 


train companies, utility 
companies and the 
emergency services. 



Mr Letwin said: "This 
winter was the wettest 
on record, causing terri¬ 
ble damage and disrup¬ 
tion and I am keen to 
help the hardworking 
communities and busi¬ 
nesses in Devon and 
Dorset get back to their 
daily lives. 

"We need to make sure 
that we are delivering 
the right support and 
help is reaching those in 
the counties who need 
it most. 

"It is also vital that we 
learn the lessons from 


what happened and 
make sure any weak¬ 
nesses are fixed for next 
winter and that is ex¬ 
actly what I intend to do 
for the people of Devon 
and Dorset." 

In February, Mr Letwin 
told View from Br id port 
that the Government 
would 'meet the cost of 
flooding' with a long¬ 
term investment pro¬ 
gramme to ensure flood 
damaged communities 
were able to recover. 

Following the storms, 
the Government made a 


series of options avail¬ 
able to flood victims, in¬ 
cluding business rate 
relief for three months 
and a council tax rebate 
for flooded homes. 

Other packages an¬ 
nounced included a 
£5,000 grant for work to 
help bolster properties 
against future flooding, 
a support scheme for af¬ 
fected businesses and a 
£1 Omillion fund for 
farmers suffering from 
water-logged fields.

Insurers say sorry to Heron Court residents 


INSURANCE giant Aviva 
has apologised to residents 
still waiting for repairs to be 
carried out on their homes, 
following damage caused by 
last month’s storms. 

A number of residents of 
Heron Court in West Bay 
have been forced to leave 
their homes because of flood 
damage, and they have 
accused Aviva of failing to 
secure their personal safety 
in the aftermath of the 
storms. 

Landlord Nic Flanagan, 
whose flat was one of five in 
Heron Court seriously af¬ 
fected, said the timescale of 
the response had been “unfor¬ 


givable” and that he was con¬ 
cerned for the welfare of ten¬ 
ants. 

An Aviva spokesperson 
said: “We are very sorry 
about the support received by 
the residents of Heron Court 
following the storms in mid- 
February. 

“Aviva provides buildings 
insurance cover for Heron 
Court and as such we are re¬ 
sponsible for repairing the 
property after it was damaged 
by the extreme weather. 

“The initial emergency re¬ 
pairs were arranged by the 
managing agency and com¬ 
pleted by a contractor prior to 
the appointment of our loss 


adjusters. 

“Following our inspection, 
Aviva immediately began to 
make more robust temporary 
repairs, which were com¬ 
pleted at the beginning of this 
month. 

“We visited the property on 
Monday (March 17th) and 
Thursday (March 20th) and a 
clear timetable of repair has 
been agreed with the resi¬ 
dents we met. 

“We fully understand the 
extent of repairs needed, and 
we will accelerate these so 
that people are back in their 
homes as quickly as possi¬ 
ble.” 

One tenant was forced to 


move into a nearby pub with 
her ceiling on the verge of 
collapse, and another is pay¬ 
ing for alternative accommo¬ 
dation while continuing to 
pay rent to her landlord, for 
fear of breaching her tenancy 
agreement. 

Residents claim Aviva twice 
gave assurances that rehous¬ 
ing costs would be reim¬ 
bursed but say that the offer 
was later withdrawn. 

The spokesperson added: 
“The buildings insurance 
cover taken by the owners of 
Heron Court allows for a 
claim for either loss of rent by 
the landlords or alternative 
accommodation for the ten¬ 


ants themselves. 

“Tenants may also be able 
to claim for alternative ac¬ 
commodation through their 
own contents insurer. 

“We have contacted those 
affected directly to confirm 
this and help with any claim.” 

Dorset County Councillor 
for Bridport Ros Kayes, who 
was first contacted by resi¬ 
dents, said: “I understand that 
Aviva have visited on several 
occasions now with loss ad¬ 
justers and surveyors. 

“All the residents who have 
had to be evacuated are now 
being supported and the focus 
now is on a timetable of re¬ 
pair.” 


Lack of funding support led 
to fare increases, say First 


FIRST Dorset has said bus fares have 
had to be increased because of a sig¬ 
nificant withdrawal of funding from 
local authorities. 

Last week, parents reacted angrily to 
a 50 per cent increase in ticket prices 
for bus journeys between Bridport 
and the Woodroffe and Thomas 
Hardye schools. 

A three-month ticket previously cost 
£100, but customers are now being 
asked to pay £50 a month, and some 
say they are struggling to budget for 
the increase in fares. 

But First says it has been forced to 


raise prices on some services because 
of a reduction in funding support. 

A First Dorset spokesperson said: 
"The reality is our bus network, partic¬ 
ularly services 31 and X53, has lost 
around £300,000 in financial support 
from local authorities in recent years. 

"The end of this funding has meant 
we have had to focus on what 
we need to do to operate value for 
money services with a clear price 
structure. 

"As a result of the recent restructur¬ 
ing, fares have gone up on services 31 
and X53, but equally some of our fares 


have reduced elsewhere especially on 
the routes operating within the Wey¬ 
mouth town area. 

"We can assure our customers that 
decisions to make significant changes 
to our fare structure are never taken 
lightly but it has been done in order to 
secure the long-term future of our 
services in the area" 

One parent, Devi Chapman, whose 
14-year-old daughter uses the service 
to get to Thomas Hardye, said the fare 
increase was "unjust". 

Mrs Chapman also said she would be 
unlikely to renew the ticket during the 


school holidays, during which time her 
daughter would ordinarily travel to 
meet friends in Dorchester. 

She said: "The increase was not pub¬ 
licised in advance so I only found out 
about it on the day I went to renew 
the ticket. 

"I am particularly frustrated by the 
brochure that was issued which sug¬ 
gested the previous fare structure was 
too complicated to understand. 

"It is an enormous increase and I 
do not think it is fair that Weymouth 
gets off lightly and Bridport takes a big 
hit."

Formal talks proposed on 
three-council partnership 


COUNCILLORS are 
being asked to approve 
formal talks to consider 
the potential for future 
partnership working be¬ 
tween Weymouth & Port¬ 
land Borough Council 
(WPBC), West Dorset 
District Council 

(WDDC) and North 
Dorset District Council 
(NDDC). 

NDDC has already 
agreed to talks and now 
WPBC’s Management 
Committee (1/4) and 
WDDC’s Executive 
Committee (8/4) will de¬ 
cide if they wish to open 
formal discussions to ex¬ 
plore the potential bene¬ 
fits of the three councils 
working together. 

WPBC and WDDC’s 
shared services partner¬ 
ship has already saved £3 
million and been recog¬ 
nised as leading edge in a 
recent review by the 
Local Government Asso¬ 
ciation. 

It sees one set of staff 
providing services for 
both councils, with each 
authority as an equal 
partner retaining its own 
sovereignty, controlling 
its own budgets and 
electing its own council¬ 
lors. 

The development of a 
pioneering three council 
partnership is likely to at¬ 
tract substantial interest 
and support from the De¬ 
partment for Communi¬ 
ties and Local 
Government and quite 
possibly some develop¬ 
ment funding from the 
Transformation Chal¬ 
lenge Fund. 

Weymouth & Portland 
Borough Council brief 
holder for Corporate Af¬ 
fairs and Continuous Im¬ 
provement Michael 
Goodman said: “We have 
to develop new models of 
local government in re¬ 
sponse to changes in the 
way councils are now 
funded, but also to be 
positive and seize com¬ 
mercial opportunities that 
arise in the future. 

“A three-council part¬ 
nership would represent 
over 230,000 people and 
half the county area, giv¬ 
ing us a more powerful 
voice in both Dorset and 
further afield to influence 
positive outcomes for our 
residents.” 

If approved, talks 
would help develop a vi¬ 
sion, protocol, terms of 
joint working and busi¬ 
ness case for a partner¬ 
ship. 

Leader of West Dorset 
District Council Robert 
Gould said: “These are 


early days but our part¬ 
nership delivery pro¬ 
gramme has always 
included future phases to 
work with others. 

“A three council part¬ 
nership would allow us 
to provide services more 
efficiently, take advan¬ 
tage of economies of 
scale and work together 
to become less reliant on 
Government funding.” 

NDDC decided at its 
meeting on January 31st 
that talks between the 


three councils should be 
pursued. 

Councillor Deborah 
Croney, Leader of 
NDDC, said: “It will be 
important to determine 
what the benefits would 
be to North Dorset resi¬ 
dents of a partnership 
arrangement. 

“The opportunity 
should be investigated 
further to determine if it 
might be possible to im¬ 
prove services, and in¬ 
crease our capacity and 


resilience.” 

Councillor Croney also 
advised that there had 
been interest from the 
Local Government Asso¬ 
ciation and other organi¬ 
sations in respect of the 
proposal as a three-way 
council partnership had 
not been entered into be¬ 
fore.

Still time to have your 
say on council shake up 


THERE is still time for people to have 
their say on new council ward bound¬ 
aries across West Dorset district. 

The independent Local Government 
Boundary Commission for England is 
currently consulting local people on its 
draft proposals for new ward bound¬ 
aries across West Dorset. 

The consultation closes on April 28th. 

The boundary commission's draft 
recommendations propose that West 
Dorset District Council should have 42 
councillors in the future, six fewer than 
the current arrangements. 

The proposals mean those council¬ 
lors would represent ten single-mem¬ 
ber, ten two-member and four 
three-member wards. 

The recommendations propose 
changes to ward boundaries through¬ 
out the district. 

Max Caller, chairman of the bound¬ 
ary commission, said: "We are asking 
local people to log on to our website 
or visit their local library to have a look 
at our proposals for new ward bound¬ 
aries for West Dorset district. 


"We are keen to hear what local peo¬ 
ple thinkof the recommendations and 
to tell us if they agree with the propos¬ 
als. If you don't agree with the bound¬ 
aries we have drawn, we would like to 
hear your alternatives. 

"Our review aims to deliver electoral 
equality for voters in elections to West 
Dorset District Council. 

"This means that each councillor rep¬ 
resents a similar number of electors so 
that everyone's vote in council elec¬ 
tions is worth roughly the same re¬ 
gardless of where you live." 

Local people can visit the boundary 
commission's interactive consultation 
portal at consultation.lgbce.org.uk to 
look at detailed maps of the proposals. 

Hard copies of the report and maps 
have also been made available to view 
at council buildings and libraries.

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Objections to electoral boundary changes 


■ PLEASE find a copy of my letter to the Local Gov¬ 
ernment Boundary Commission for West Dorset with 
my views on the proposed electoral arrangements. 

It is a matter which is causing much concern and I 
feel is being imposed on us by commissioners who 
have no real understanding of the local people. 

It is just a number game to them and we do not like 
feeling like pawns. 

★ ★ ★ 

I write as a parish councillor for Bradpole, the district 
councillor for Bradpole and the county councillor for 
the Bride Valley, which includes Bradpole and Both- 
enhampton. 

Both of these villages have similar characteristics 
and your recommendations would put both these 
villages into three councillor wards. 

I do not agree with your recommendations for the 
reasons given below which relate mainly to Brad¬ 
pole. No doubt the district councillors and others in 
Bothenhampton will make their own case. 

1) Equality of votes - Under the recommendations 
approved by WDDC, Bradpole would have a -5 per 
cent variance but merged with Bridport North Ward 
the variance is +7 per cent; in other words the vari¬ 
ance is greater. Your review overall indicates that 
under the council proposals there will be a <10 per 
cent variance in eight wards, under your proposals 
that variance will increase to nine wards. 

2) Transport links -There are buses using the main 


road (A3066) which can be used for either going into 
Bridport, Beaminster and Yeovil. There is a bus serv¬ 
ice which serves the old village area three times a 
day and a shopping service in other areas to the 
local stores and medical facilities in Bridport. Con¬ 
nections for Dorchester, Weymouth, Axminster and 
Exeter are available by bus in Bridport. 

3) Community groups - There is an active parish 
council, with recent elections for casual vacancies, 
and which provides a children's playground and fa¬ 
cilities, a playing field and large areas of amenity 
ground. It has just been involved in a parish plan 
and is very active in planning. One result of this in¬ 
terest is a Gore Cross Green, a large of green open 
space located along the main road (A3066) with the 
housing estate away from the noise of the road and 
a green area which protects the visual amenity. 

The church is a centre of interest with many local 
groups from bellringers to 'Tots at Ten' for the 
younger children. It has recently been refitted with 
chairs rather than pews so that it is now available to 
be used for a wider range of activities such as coffee 
mornings and social meetings. There is also a much 
used village hall which has been renovated to a rea¬ 
sonable standard where many local groups meet - 
Wl, pilates club, children and adult dance groups, 
youth club, residents'association, martial arts club, 
Sunday brunch club and the parish council which 
has an office in the premises to name but some. 


There is a residents' association for the Jessopp 
Avenue area which is very active in protecting the 
environment and open spaces. A residents'organi¬ 
sation also exists in Pymore. 

Within the old village, there is a post office and 
general stores and a butchers shop. There are two 
large supermarkets (Co-op and Lidl) within easy 
walking area of Jessopp Avenue, just across the 
boundary of the Bradpole Ward. The main employers 
are a slaughter house on the north-east side of the 
village and to the north a large business park with a 
variety of enterprises which provides employment 
for people from a large area around Bradpole. 

4) Interests -The main interest, as in most villages, 
is the preservation of the environment in which we 
are fortunate to live and the facilities which we enjoy. 

Our facilities are many and focussed as I haveillus¬ 
trated above. In particular, our parish council enjoys 
a complete lack of political activity and the relatively 
low rate of Council Tax is welcomed by a population 
which is generally older than average and is appre¬ 
hensive of the higher taxes and politics of the town 
councils of Dorset. 

Nevertheless, the village is not inward looking and 
hosts a seven form entry primary school on Pymore 
Road and a comprehensive school with about 850 
pupils. Both of these schools are open to pupils from 
a much wider area than Bridport alone. 

5) Identifiable boundaries - The southern bound¬ 
ary of the eastern part of Bradpole can be easily de¬ 
fined by East Road which has very heavy traffic and 
the track of the old railway line is very close to the 
River Asker, on the western part of this area. The 
western part of Bradpole is bound by the River Brit, 
Coneygar Road and the rear of Claremont Drive. Ex¬ 
cept for a small area to the south, other boundaries 
are absorbed into the countryside. Page 11 para 46 
of your report refers to some of parish boundaries as 
being "defaced" but these areas are very small when 
compared into the total boundary of Bradpole and 
mainly confined to parts of the southern areas of 
Bradpole.The actual boundaries are very real to the 
people who live here and people are very conscious 
of living in either Bradpole or in Bridport. 

In my opinion and experience, (I have been a Dis¬ 
trict councillor for 38 years) large wards which mix 


villages and towns are not very successful in areas like 
West Dorset. 

The villages are quite different to the towns and they 
want and deserve their own councillor in order to em¬ 
phasise that difference. Villages like Bradpole, are a very 
identifiable area and having their own councillor is part 
of that identity. 

Large wards can also produce unwanted consequences 
as for instance in Bothenhampton and Walditch which 
had its own councillor until the last changes made about 
five years ago. 

As a result of those changes no less than four district 
councillors plus one county councillor can be present at 
their parish council meetings and could outnumber the 
number of parish councillors attending. This has hap¬ 
pened. 

I hope that, in the circumstances I have described, you 
will re-consider your decision and agree that Bradpole 
and Bothenhampton should have their own councillor. 

There was no evidence in the submissions in the previ¬ 
ous consultation that there was any wish among the 
people of our local area for the changes you have sug¬ 
gested and the arrangements proposed by the district 
council would produce a pattern of wards in the Bridport 
area with numbers within the acceptable level.

COUNCIL TAX: 'PAYING MORE FOR LESS' 


■ BRIDPORT residents will now have 
received their Council Tax demand in¬ 
dicating a rise of two per cent for the 
coming year. 

It will of course be claimed by the 
coalition parties that such an increase 
is fair and just.

sector. 

Of course, if that is the kind of soci¬ 
ety that voters in the South West really 
want, then they will continue to sup¬ 
port the policies championed by the 
coalition partners.

Schools prepare for closure 
as teachers are set for walkout 



SCHOOLS in Bridport and the surround¬ 
ing area were today preparing for closure, 
as teachers planned to carry out a day of 
strike action. 

Members of the National Union of 
Teachers (NUT) were due to stage nation¬ 
wide strikes across the country today, and 
schools in the Bridport area were set to be 
affected. 

Both Bridport Primary School and St 
Catherine’s Primary School are preparing

for full closure, while the Sir John Colfox 
School is planning for partial closure, with 
the school opening for year groups seven, 
eight, 11,12 and 13 only. 

Kay Taylor, headteacher at Colfox 
School, said her staff would not be able to 
cover teaching for year groups nine and 10 
due to the sheer number of classes that 


would be disrupted. 

Schools in Beaminster are also due to be 
affected by the strike action, with Moun- 
tjoy School confirming its plans to close 
entirely and St Mary’s C of E Primary 
Academy also announcing disruptions to 
the timetable. 

NUT members, who forced school clo¬ 
sures across West Dorset in October last 
year, are striking over changes to pensions, 
conditions concerning pay and what they 
perceive as “excessive workload and bu¬ 
reaucracy.” 

Strike action was called off last month 
and further talks were due to be held, but 
the union has again resorted to protest. 

Donna Beddows, a teacher at Bridport 
Primary School and member of the NUT 
on the Dorset Division Committee, said: 
“I realise that teachers being on strike is 
an inconvenience to parents. But the Gov¬ 
ernment’s refusal to engage with unions 
has led to this. 

“For many teachers, we did not take the 
decision to strike lightly, but we are doing 
so because we want what is best for the 
children. We believe current education 
policies are not for the best and causing 
chaos for families. 

“Teaching is an enjoyable and rewarding 
career, but the actual teaching is only a 
small part of what we actually do. Our 
workload keeps increasing and teachers 


having to work to the age of 68 is unreal¬ 
istic.” 

Some concerned parents have been 
forced to make arrangements for childcare 
during the strike day and Dorset County 
Council has said it has been working to en¬ 
courage schools to remain open where 
possible. 

Mark Loveys, Dorset County Council’s 
lead advisor for school improvement, said: 
“We are encouraging schools to stay open, 
where it is feasible and poses no risk to 
pupils as a result. 

“However, the final decision as to 
whether a school remains open, closed or 


partially closed lies with the headteacher 
and the chair of governors'. 

“All schools have been asked to give par¬ 
ents, school transport and pupils as much 
notice as possible.” 

St Mary’s Primary School in Bridport, 
Beaminster School and Burton Bradstock 
Primary School were all preparing to re¬ 
main open as normal today, and a county 
council spokesperson confirmed transport 
should run as normal for those schools un¬ 
affected by the strike action. 

The spokesperson also said modified 
services would be provided in areas where 
schools were planning to close.

Work begins on trailway 


CONSTRUCTION work has 
started on the West Dorset Trail¬ 
way - a new cycle/footpath - the 
first section of which runs from 
Sea Road North in Bridport to 
Wellfields Drive in Bradpole. 

Eventually, it is hoped the path 
will run right up to Maiden 
Newton along the disused rail¬ 
way, a distance of nine miles. 

This new section runs through 
Happy Island, along the top of 
the flood bank. 

Already used informally by 
walkers, this will now have a 
firm, all-weather surface to 
allow walkers and cyclists to use 
this safe traffic-free route all 
year round. 

It is being funded by Dorset 
County Council and overseen by 
cycle/footpath charity Sustrans. 

Bridport mayor Maggie Ray 
said: “This is great news, espe¬ 
cially as a safe route to school. 

“We’d like to thank Sustrans 
for all their hard work and per- 
sistance.” 

Daryl Chambers, Bridport’s 
town surveyor added: “This new 
path will be another link in a 
great cycle and walking network 
around Bridport, and there’s 
more to come.” 

“We’d like to thank all the 
landowners - Travis Perkins, the 
Co-op and private owners - 
without whom this would not 
have been possible,” said 


George Sartin, a Sustrans volun¬ 
teer who has been working on 
the project for five years. 

“Dorset County, West Dorset 
District and Bridport Town 


Councils have all been very sup¬ 
portive.” 

Sustrans’ next aim is to extend 
the path up to Loders, which 
would provide a safe route to 


Loders Primary School. 

Eventually, it is hoped to pro¬ 
vide a traffic-free path along the 
old railway all the way to 
Maiden Newton.

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Helping Bridport's disadvantaged youth 


BRIDPORT PEOPLE 

Geoff Baker meets 
ARTHUR WOODGATE 


O N THE morning that I 
write this, Bridport's Job- 
centre Plus is advertising 
just 21 jobs available in the 
town. 

Seven vacancies are for cleaners, 
three for shop assistants, three for 
bar work, one for a pub cook (with 
experience) and one to serve fish 
and chips. 

There are also jobs going for a 
kitchen porter, a washer-up, an (ex¬ 
perienced) care assistant, an 
amusement arcade assistant and 
work for one person to conduct 
street interviews. 

The only vacancy that sounds like 
a decent career could ever come of 
it is for an administration co-ordi- 
nator in healthcare, paying £300 a 
week. 

According to the official statistics, 
at least 46 people will apply for 
that admin job. At least 27 will 
apply for the position to work in 
the chippie. 

So even if you're keen, smart and 
you've got qualifications, the odds 
are stacked against you getting 
even really basic work this week. 

But what if you've not got any 
GCSEs? What's your chances if 
you've no experience of anything, 
if you were written off at school as 
a bad sort, if you're too poor to af¬ 
ford a suit for an interview, if you've 
been kicked out of a problem fam¬ 
ily home and you're living in a hos¬ 
tel, depressed and smoking 
cannabis because you're feeling so 
rejected? 


What about, as in the case of one 
of the tragic young unfortunates 
who've been helped by Arthur 
Woodgate, you're feeling rubbish 
about yourself because of all of the 
above and because you've been 
raped? 

How do you rate your chances of 
sprightly performing at an inter¬ 
view then? 

Although I'm not enough of a 
betting man to wager on anything 
at odds of 46 to 1, I'm prepared to 
bet that if it wasn't for Arthur 
Woodgate the rate of youth suicide 
in Bridport would be alarming. 

Arthur and his colleague in com¬ 
passion Charlotte Storey pick up 
where our society and culture just 
let our disadvantaged drop. 

In a self-serving economy that is 
predicated on'Me! Me! Me!'Arthur 
and Charlotte offer the last hope, 
the lifeline in a Britain that - and 
let's be honest - doesn't really give 
a damn about its young unquali¬ 
fied unemployed. 

Between them, Arthur and Char¬ 
lotte run Bridport Enterprise Sup¬ 
porting Training Ltd [BEST], a 
voluntary community project that 
encourages further learning, train¬ 
ing and attempts for employment 


for those who didn't get to shine at 
school or anywhere else. 

In the last year they have helped 
almost 100 such people to keep 
learning, keep on trying and find 
work. 

"But there's always another hun¬ 
dred coming along," says Arthur, 
with one eye warily on the next 
batch of school leavers and those 
already in the jobless market. 

Although essential, the project is 
pathetically-funded; Dorset 
County Council has been instru¬ 
mental in keeping the work going, 
through its Community Learning 
and its Project and Partnership Pro¬ 
grammes. 

But total support of just £10,000 
for something as crucial as helping 
desperate kids get a start, or, in the 
case of equally-desperate adults, a 
new start, is risible in a county 
where district councillors ap¬ 
proved a spend of £9.7 million on 
new offices when it would not 
have killed anybody to have kept 
on working in the old ones. 

"We do struggle to get funds,' 
says Arthur. 

"Our survival year-to-year is a 
close run thing." 

And then he adds: "But we don't

is the rub to this gutsy and thor¬ 
oughly decent man. 

To understand the drive in Arthur 
Woodgate and to appreciate why 
he will not let BEST fail those who 
have had their confidence crippled 
by the arbitrary yardstick that they 
have under-achieved, you need to 
know his background. 

Arthur came to Bridport from 
South London in 1991. 

A teacher and youth worker, he 
left "because I got fed up with car 
alarms, and then guns, going off in 
the middle of the night." 

But he did not leave London be¬ 
fore doing a lot of good, like help¬ 
ing to stop the Lewisham Riots in 
the Eighties - which may explain 
why nobody has heard of the 
Lewisham Riots. 

"We faced them up and stood 
them down," he says modestly. 

"I was running a drama group 
and we took a bunch of the kids 
from the group into Lewisham and 
simply talked to people, the kids, 
the police. We just talked to them 
and we stopped the riot. 

"Mind you, looking at the mas¬ 
sive funding that went into Brixton 
and Deptford after the riots that 
went ahead there, I sometimes 
wonder whether we did the right 
thing. 

"It's hard to say, but we did pre¬ 
vent the potential spread of vio¬ 
lence. The young people with me 
were all very socially-aware and all 
desperate not to have their com¬ 
munity torn apart. They did more 
than I ever could have done to pre¬ 
vent things getting out of hand." 

His drama group achieved great 
success, winning the acclaim and 
involvement of ITV and the Royal 
Court as both saw the wisdom of 
helping deprived youths earn self 
respect and confidence through 
making the show go on. But it was¬ 
n't easy. 

"They were tough times. Some of 
these kids I worked with on the 
Downham Estate were very rough 
families, families that were part of 
the extended Kray gang, kids who 
had older brothers working as 
bodyguards for the leaders of the 
National Front. 

"One of my kids was the son of a 
gangster who carried a gun, but he 
himself used a knife when he 


ripped open the belly of an oppo¬ 
nent in my office. 

"I worked with both young men 
and I thought a lot of both. Clean¬ 
ing up the blood the next day was 
one of the most heart-breaking 
things I've ever had to do in youth 
work." 

But Arthur inspired and had suc¬ 
cess. Two young Millwall support¬ 
ers who had previously only gone 
to the matches for the punch-ups 
wised up under his tutelage, 
worked on a business plan, pre¬ 
pared a budget and formed a lu¬ 
crative window-cleaning business. 
Others formed their own garden¬ 
ing firms. 

Another, fondly remembered by 
Arthur as'ChipThe Flip', a thief who 
would steal designer clothes to 
order on the Continent and sell 
them at a stall at ferry terminals, 
was encouraged to develop his in¬ 
terest in fashion by attending Wl 
sewing classes. 

"I loved the sight of him sitting 
down to sew with a group of eld¬ 
erly ladies. But he did it, he learned 
to tailor his own trousers and jack¬ 
ets, he went to fashion shows and 
studied them, he became a de¬ 
signer and he became really suc¬ 
cessful." 

Although he says Bridport "has 
many of the same problems as 
Lewisham, but in microcosm; al¬ 
though it's on a smaller scale, the 
impact can be just as bad," Arthur 
is clearly pleased with the similar 
successes that his youth work has 
had here too. 

One local lad, desperately keen 
on photography but with no idea 
of how to make a go of his passion, 
was helped through the training 
scheme to learn the art by being 
teamed to shadow an established 
news photographer. 

He watched, learnt and under¬ 
stood and now his photographs 
are appearing in national newspa¬ 
pers. 

A young woman, abused as a 
child, made homeless and living in 
a hostel, came to Arthur and Char¬ 
lotte Storey desperate for help 
with her dream of self employ¬ 
ment. 

"We organised training for her, 
we got her tools which helped her 
get a job, helped her furnish a flat 
and now, from very, very difficult 


beginnings, she is self-employed 
and very successful. 

"I know some people say that 
you can't keep on giving and peo¬ 
ple have to support themselves, 
but exactly when should you stop 
supporting people? 

"And besides, we do encourage 
people to help themselves. We 
helped a young girl who had been 
into drugs, she'd been raped, she 
didn't go to school, couldn't leave 
her house, she had massive prob¬ 
lems. She needed support so we 
got her the right training. 

"The cost was pretty high so we 
offered to contribute a certain 
amount if she would come up with 
the rest, which is exactly what she 
did. 

"As we had anticipated, it meant 
more to her that she was helping 
herself, but she needed our help to 
help her do that. 

"What we do is to help people 
with their aspirations, be it 
through training or further learn¬ 
ing or employment. 

"It can be organising driving les¬ 
sons or helping them buy work 
clothes. I do that a lot, when they 
need smart clothes for an inter¬ 
view. 

"We'll pay but they have to pick 
their outfit, it is important to give 
them the decision, it helps build 
confidence." 

And confidence, of course, is 
what it's all about. As anyone who 
has suffered the ostracising hell 
and stigma of protracted unem¬ 
ployment will tell you - and I in¬ 
clude myself in this - confidence is 
the first thing lost, and only the ap¬ 
probation of others can help to 
bring it back. 

Hopefully, the work of Arthur 
Woodgate will win further appro¬ 
bation, for without the like of 
his support not only will young 
lives already damaged face ruina¬ 
tion forever, but those older mem¬ 
bers of the community who now 
have access to the ASPIRE project 
will have to without that opportu¬ 
nity to prove that there is more to 
them than being an unwelcome 
statistic.

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Police warn of phone scam 


WEYMOUTH and Dorchester are now at the centre of a 
major police investigation in to phone scams. 

Detectives were alerted to a problem across Dorset after 
four phone scams were reported to Dorset Police which 
involved the victim receiving a phone call from a person 
posing as a police officer. 

The victim is informed of a possible fraudulent trans¬ 
action going out of their bank account and is advised to 
call the bank to report it. The scammers then hold the 
phone line open by not hanging up at their end. When the 
victim then phones the bank, they are still connected to 
the fraudster and divulge bank details to them. 

But the scam has now been revealed as a much more 
serious problem after another 11 crimes of a similar na¬ 
ture were reported in the last few days with Weymouth, 
Dorchester and Bournemouth proving particular targets. 

Dorset Police is now warning all members of the public 
to be vigilant and they have issued a series of guidance 
notes. 

They include not revealing bank details including PIN 
numbers to anyone. Banks will already have these details 
and will never ask for someone’s card back. 

Officers also advise anyone receiving an unexpected 
call from someone claiming to be from their bank not to 
give them any details but to hang up and call their bank 
on their regular contact telephone number and the police 


using a different telephone and phone line. 

People should also not give their bank cards to strangers 
whatever reason they may give to get the holder to part 
with them, householders should never allow unknown or 
unexpected callers inside their home and, if suspicious, 
should immediately call 999 while police particularly 
stressed that no-one should hand over any cash to people 
they don’t know. 

Detective Inspector Mark Samuel, of Bournemouth and 
Poole CID, said: “We believe that these crimes are hap¬ 
pening nationally and it is possible that many more have 
not been reported. We want to prevent innocent members 
of the public handing over money to fraudsters. 

“It is extremely important that the public are made 
aware of these scams so that they do not fall prey to their 
tactics. I strongly urge everyone to make sure they take 
note of our crime prevention advice. 

“Anyone who has become a victim of such an offence 
and has yet to report this should contact Dorset Police 
immediately on the non-emergency number 101. 

“We’d urge people to dismiss any calls they receive 
like this and report them to police by calling Action Fraud 
on 0300 123 2040.” 

Anyone with information relating to this crime should 
call Dorset Police in confidence on 101, quoting crime 
number C:14:X: 10883. 


Free health checks available 


AT-risk people aged between 40 and 75 in Dorset are 
being invited for a 20-minute health check with their GP. 

The scheme aims to help people lower their risk of de¬ 
veloping common but often preventable diseases such as 
heart disease, stroke, diabetes, and kidney disease. 

Anyone aged 40 to 75 who has not been diagnosed with 
any of the conditions listed above can take part in the 
scheme. 

By spotting increased risk early, doctors can work with 
people to take steps to prevent anything more serious 
from developing. If a risk is found, then that may mean 
some lifestyle changes such as eating a healthier diet, cut¬ 
ting down on alcohol, or increasing physical activity. 

A recently-published review by Public Health England 


revealed that 650 lives across the country could be saved 
while 1,600 heart attacks and 4,000 cases of diabetes 
could be prevented each year if all those eligible took ad¬ 
vantage of health checks. 

The campaign is particularly targeting men in their 40s, 
which is the group with the lowest uptake. 

Dr David Phillips, director of Public Health Dorset, 
said: “As people are now living longer lives, it’s more 
important to make sure they are spent in good health. 

“A free and easy health check can flag up potential is¬ 
sues that can be dealt with, usually with just a few minor 
changes to the person’s lifestyle.” 

To receive a health check, visit your GP or participating 
pharmacy.

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THE LEON HUNT N-TET LIVE 


AFTER more than twenty-five years 
of playing almost every style of 
music, except the one usually asso¬ 
ciated with the banjo, renowned 5- 
string player Leon Hunt decided it 
was time to get back to playing 
some good old-fashioned bluegrass. 

Hunt and long-time musical col¬ 
laborator Jason Titley had been dis¬ 
cussing the possibility of putting a 
bluegrass band together for a while, 
but it was the death of the original 
architect of the bluegrass banjo 


style, Earl Scruggs, in 2012 that pro¬ 
vided them with the impetus to get 
the ball rolling. 

Bass player and vocalist Ben 
Somers (who can also be seen play¬ 
ing saxophone for the likes of Dizzee 
Rascal and Seal) and Hayseed Dixie 
mandolinist Joe Hymas joined forces 
with arguably the UK's best blue¬ 
grass guitarist Jason Titley, and Leon 
Hunt on banjo to form The Leon 
Hunt n-Tet. Following a memorable 
performance at Purbeck Folk Festival 


last summer, the band is back in

How will George Osborne's budget for 'Makers, Doers and Savers' affect small businesses and people in Somerset? 


THIS is a Budget for the makers, the doers and the 
savers," said Chancellor George Osborne when he de¬ 
livered his fifth budget on Wednesday 19 March. "You 
have earned it; you have saved it and this Government 
is on your side." Despite criticism from Labour leader Ed 
Miliband, Mr Osborne's message to the nation's tax pay¬ 
ers has resonated well with leaders of Britain's business 
community, such as the British Chambers of Commerce, 
whose director general John Longworth said: "Business 
wanted a Budget that was disciplined, focused and 
geared towards the creation of wealth and jobs - and 
that's what the Chancaellor has delivered." 

Certainly llminster based Chartered Accountant 
Robert Stone believes that Somerset businesses and in¬ 
dividual tax payers have plenty of positives to take from 
the Budget. "A freeze on duty on West Country ordinary 
cider will help Somerset's cider producers, while there 
are some interesting initiatives to encourage house¬ 
building, which will benefit both local companies in¬ 
volved in construction and property, as well as people 
looking to buy." 

Robert was pleased to see that savers will be re¬ 
warded with higher tax-free limits for ISAs and pre¬ 
mium bonds later this year, together with a cut on 
savings income from 2015. 

"However, anyone using tax avoidance schemes is 
going to be extremely disappointed, as the Govern¬ 
ment has continued its policy of tightening up on tax 
loopholes. They will have to pay the tax avoided up 
front, while tax loopholes used by groups of companies 
are blocked. The rules for Venture Capital Trusts (VCT) 
schemes are also being tightened up to deter abuse." 

Main summary of key areas in 2014 Budget likely 
to affect Somerset businesses and individuals 

Business Taxes - Budget 2014 

"Generally the Budget George Osborne has delivered 


is a good news story, particularly for business invest¬ 
ment, which is still below pre-recession levels. 

"One of the biggest surprises was an increase in the 
annual investment allowance (AIA) to £500,000 from 
April this year is designed to encourage small busi¬ 
nesses to invest in equipment and will mean that up to 
99.8% of businesses could receive 100% upfront relief 
on equipment and fixtures (excluding cars and build¬ 
ings) in the year of purchase. However, it's a case of take 
advantage now or lose it, because the AIA will revert 
back to £25,000 after 31 December 2015. 

"Innovative businesses will be rewarded by the in¬ 
crease in the Research & Development tax credits. This 
is awarded according to the size of the business, so 
small and medium businesses (SMEs) receive 225% of 
qualifying expenditure and large businesses get 130%. 
If an SME is making a loss, then it can claim a cash credit 
from HMRC of 11 %-14.5% from 1 April 2014. 

"Businesses in some of the country's 46 Enterprise 
Zones can claim 100% capital allowances on the equip¬ 
ment they use within the zone. The time allowed to 
claim these allowances has been extended for another 
three years to 31 March 2020. 

Individual Tax Payers - Budget 2014 

"The increase in the personal allowance from £10,000 
to £10,500 in 2015 will be worth about £100 to the av¬ 
erage taxpayer, on top of which a transferrable married 
couple's allowance of £1,050 will help basic rate taxpay¬ 
ers from 2015." 

"The 10% starting rate tax band for savings income is 
to be reduced to 0% from April 2015 and more people 
will be able to receive gross interest thanks to the 
threshold for savings income being raised to £5,000. 

"A particular highlight of Mr Osborne's Budget is the 
new "super ISA", which with its £15,000 tax free yearly 
limit is destine to be the most "far-reaching reform 


since 1921" of the way pensions are taxed. 

"The Seed Enterprise Investment Scheme (SEIS), 
which was introduced in 2012 to encourage investment 
in small companies has now been made permanent 
with the income tax and capital gains tax reliefs apply¬ 
ing for all future years. 

"The Government has announced improvements to 
its new tax-free childcare scheme with relief of 20% on 
the costs of childcare up to a total of £10,000 per child 
per year. The scheme will be worth a maximum of 
£2,000 per child and will be launched in autumn 2015. 

Pensioners - Budget 2014 

"The pension reforms to this year's budget are quite 
radical with the following changes being introduced 
from 27 March 2014: 

A person who wishes to take their pension as "draw¬ 
down" instead of buying an annuity will have to prove 
they have £12,000 of other income in retirement, rather 
than £20,000. 

The capped drawdown withdrawal limit will increase 
from 120% to 150% of an equivalent annuity. 

The total pension savings which can be taken as a 
lump sum will increase from £18,000 to £30,000. 

The maximum size of a small pension pot which can 
be taken as a lump sum (regardless of total pension 
wealth) will increase from £2,000 to £10,000; and 

The number of personal pots that can be taken under 
these small pot rules will increase from two to three. 

"In addition the Chancellor proposes to change the 
rules for defined contribution pension schemes from 
April 2015 so that individuals will have complete free¬ 
dom in how they access their pension savings. Buying 
an annuity will not be a requirement on retirement and 
the 55% tax charge on withdrawing too much from a 
pension fund will be removed. But most importantly 
everyone will be offered free and impartial advice on 
how to best use their pension savings and I would cer¬ 
tainly recommend that people take advice on their pen¬ 


sion savings if they are retiring in the next year." 
"Finally, bingo playing pensioners will be delighted to 
know that from 30 June 2014, the percentage of bingo 
promotion profits paid in duty will be cut from 20% to 
10 %."

Start with an idea 

IF YOU'RE thinking of starting up a busi¬ 
ness, you'll first need to come up with a 
realistic idea that you can turn into a 
product or service. Find local support, in¬ 
cluding help with developing business 
ideas, on the National Enterprise Network 
website. 

Register your idea 

You might have already come up with 
an idea for a business you think there's a 
market for, or invented something you 
think people will want to buy. Find out 
how to register your idea to make sure 
nobody copies it without your permis¬ 
sion. 

Turn your idea into a business 

1. Research your market - identify po¬ 
tential customers. Talk to them and find 
out if your idea is meeting a real need. 

2. Develop and plan - test your product 
or service with real customers, make 
changes, and test it again. Keep doing 
this until you're sure there's a demand for 
it. 

3. Find partners and suppliers - think 
about who you're going to work with to 
develop and sell your idea. 

4. Set up your business - work out 
which legal structure is right for you, and 
whether you want to sell shares. 

5. Get funding - explore different 
sources of business finance, from bank 
loans to government-backed schemes. 

If you're unemployed, you might be 
able to get support and financial help 
from Jobcentre Plus.

Part 2: Research your market 

Test your business idea with potential 
customers to check if there's real demand 
for what you're planning to sell. This lets 
you find out about any problems and fix 
them before you've wasted too much 
time, effort and money. 

Watch a video on researching your mar¬ 
ket to understand your customers'needs. 

1. Identify potential customers. Talk to 
them and find out about their needs. 

2. If you can, make a basic version of 
your product or service (a 'prototype'). 
Work out the cheapest and quickest way 
of making something that lets you find 
out if you're meeting a real customer 
need. 

3. Test it with them and get feedback. 
Find out what they'd be willing to pay for 
it. Try out different prices with different 
customers in a consistent, realistic way to 
see what people will really pay. Can you 
make enough money for a return on your 
investment? 

4. If there are other businesses compet¬ 
ing for your market, think about what will 
make you different. Can you provide 
something better than what's already 
available? 

Example 

If you're in retail you could try different 
opening hours or home delivery. You 
could aim for a specific group of cus¬ 
tomers who aren't being targeted by 
other businesses (a'market niche'), make 
something that's easier to use than com¬ 
petitors' products, or meet a customer 
need by solving a problem that nobody's 
ever solved before. 

If you're starting a retail business, think 
about testing your idea by taking a short¬ 
term lease on premises for a few weeks or 
months. Watch videos on choosing your 
business premises, and deciding whether 
to rent or buy. 

Part 3: Develop and plan 

Develop and change your idea based 
on what you've found out about your cus¬ 
tomers'needs before investing. Deal with 
any problems you've found with your 
product or service, including the way 
you're planning to make and sell it. 

Go back to your customers and test 
again. 

Keep doing this until you're confident 
that they'll be willing to pay what you're 
asking, and that you're meeting their 
needs. 

If there's no real demand for your idea, 
think about changing it completely. Is 
there another product, service or market 
that uses your skills and resources in a dif¬ 
ferent way? 

Write a business plan 
A business plan is a good way to sum up: 
• the customer need you're aiming to 
meet 


• how your business will meet that need 
while making a profit 

It should clearly show the results of your 
customer research, and that you're able to 
explain how you can turn your idea into 
viable business before you invest lots of 
time and money. 

Your plan can also be a very helpful tool 
to convince other people of the value of 
your business. This includes potential 
partners and sources of funding. 

Part 4: Find partners and suppliers 
Many businesses start with just one per¬ 
son, known as a'sole trader'. If you set up 
as a sole trader you'll be self-employed, 
which means you'll be your own boss. 
You'll also be responsible for: 

• managing your own time 

• looking after all of your company's 
admin and accounts 

• taking risks with your own money, par¬ 
ticularly if you're leaving full-time employ¬ 
ment 

Whether you set up as a sole trader, 
partnership or limited company, your 
business is likely to involve working with 
more people to develop and sell your idea 
- including partners, suppliers and distrib¬ 
utors. 

Partners 

Finding a co-founder with relevant skills 
and knowledge that are different to yours 
lets you focus on what you're best at. 

For example, you might be selling a 
product you invented, or a service that 
uses a particular skill or talent you have, 
but not have any hands-on experience of 
running a business. If so, you might want 
to work with someone who has business 
and management skills, and can look after 
things like financial planning and recruit¬ 
ment. 

Consider working with several partners 
in a team. You'll be able to share respon¬ 
sibilities including risk, getting funding, 
expertise and sharing contacts. 

Suppliers 

Whether you're making a product and 
you need raw materials, or supplies and 
equipment to run your service, many 
businesses need to work closely with sup¬ 
pliers. 

Search online and talk to other busi¬ 
nesses. Draw up a list of potential suppli¬ 
ers. Get estimates, then go and talk to 
them so you can: 

• negotiate prices 

• start to develop relationships 

• get a sense of which suppliers are reli¬ 
able and trustworthy 

You'll need to agree on payment terms 
with your suppliers, and get them in writ¬ 
ing. This includes your'trade credit'period 
(how many days you agree to pay invoices 
within), and whether they can offer you 
discounts for things like buying in bulk or 
quick payments. 

You'll also need to find suppliers for the 
equipment you'll need to run your busi¬ 
ness, including your IT systems. 

Getting your product to market 

If you're planning to sell your product in 
shops and expand outside of your local 
area, you'll need to work with a distribu¬ 
tor. If you're selling overseas, consider 
[working with a freight forwarder] 
/freight-forwarding-moving-goods 
"Freight forwarders: moving goods") who 
can deal with exporting your goods. 

Build a website 

You can also attract customers and in¬ 
crease awareness by setting up a website 
for your business. Search online for re¬ 
sources, as well as local web design and 
development companies you can work 


with. 

You may also be able to sell your prod¬ 
uct or service directly through your web¬ 
site. 

Part 5: Set up your business 
You'll need to decide which legal struc¬ 
ture is right for your business before you 
register and start trading. 

It's important to understand the differ¬ 
ent risks and benefits before you choose 
- whether you set up as a sole trader, lim¬ 
ited company or partnership affects: 

• the amount of financial risk you're tak¬ 
ing on 

• the way you'll need to pay tax, and re¬ 
port to HM Revenue & Customs (HMRC) 
and Companies House (for limited com¬ 
panies and some types of partnership) 

• how much control you have over how 
your business is run 

Employing people 

If you'll need extra help or people with 
specific skills to run your business, you 
might decide to take on employees. Find 
out about your legal responsibilities as an 
employer, including things like pay, tax 
and insurance, before you start employ¬ 
ing staff. 

You'll need to register as an employer 
with HMRC if you want to employ people, 
even if you're a sole trader. 

Working with advisers 

Make sure you get an estimate from any 
advisers you work with, and agree in ad¬ 
vance what they will do. 

Some advisers will charge an hourly fee, 
and others may offer a fixed price for a 
piece of work. It's always worth getting 
several quotes before you decide who to 
use, so you can compare prices and make 
sure you'll be able to work well together. 

Accountants 

An accountant can help with things like 
financial advice and managing growth. 
You can also appoint them as an 'agent'to 
deal with your tax affairs, submit your VAT 
returns and deal with HM Revenue & Cus¬ 
toms (HMRC) on your behalf. 

Legal advisers 

You should also consider getting legal 
advice when setting up your business. 
This is particularly important if you want 
to sell shares. 

Part 6: Get funding 

When you start a business, there'll usu¬ 
ally be period when you're investing lots 
of time, effort and money before you start 
making a profit. It's important to research 
your market to make sure your customers 
will really pay for your product or service 
before you do this. 

Once you're confident that they will, 
you should explore different sources of 
funding to help with the costs of starting 
up your business. 

Government schemes 

If you need some initial funding to test 
and develop your business idea, you 
might be able to get help from a govern¬ 
ment-backed support scheme. 

Get a bank loan 

Once you can show that there's a mar¬ 
ket for your idea, one option for funding 
your start-up costs is getting a bank loan. 
You'll need to be able to: 

• give the bank realistic cash flow fore¬ 
casts 

• prove that you'll be able to pay back the 
loan with interest 

The bank might require you to provide 
security against your loan, like your house 
or car, in case you don't repay. You should 
think carefully about how much risk 
you're willing to take on before you get a 
loan or give any personal guarantees. 
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Museum celebrates 40 years of Terracotta Warriors 


40 YEARS ago on March 29th 1974 a group of Chinese 
farmers made one of the most spectacular archaeological 
discoveries of the 20th Century - the terracotta warriors. 
The farmers had been digging a well near the tomb of the 
first Emperor of China when they broke into the pit of war¬ 
riors. Archaeologists investigated and came across a pit 
holding some 6,000 life-size terracotta statues. 

The discovery of the terracotta warriors caused world¬ 
wide fascination and they have become known as the 
eighth wonder of the ancient world. To celebrate the an¬ 
niversary of their discovery the Terracotta Warriors Mu¬ 
seum in Dorchester will be giving visitors to the museum 
on Saturday, March 29th an exquisite statue of a kneeling 
crossbowman in a presentation box. 

The Terracotta Warriors Museum, in Dorchester, has a 
small but inspiring group of the terracotta warriors repre¬ 
senting different types such as a general, a crossbowman

and a charioteer. They are 
life-size and were specially 
replicated by museum and 
conservation technicians in 
China. Also featured in the 
Museum are costumed 
recreations of the First Em¬ 
peror of China, Qin Shi 
Huang di, and his uni¬ 
formed officers plus some 
of the associated armour.

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New Porsche Cayman GTS Resets Sports Coupe Benchmark 


THE NEW Porsche Cayman GTS is the most 
powerful and fastest edition of the mid-en- 
gined coupe from the German sports car 
manufacturer to date. With an uprated en¬ 
gine and sharpened chassis responses, the 
Cayman GTS sets a new benchmark for sport¬ 
ing performance in its market. 

Since its debut in 2005, the Cayman has 
earned a particular reputation as a driver's 
car. At the heart of the two-seater beats a 
charismatic flat-six engine, positioned deep 
in the middle of the chassis to offer a low cen¬ 
tre of gravity for a balanced and precise driv¬ 
ing experience. Furthermore, the distinctive 
coupe styling confers a high level of torsional 
rigidity which further enhances the dynamic 
virtuosity. 


The six-cylinder'boxer'engine in the Cay¬ 
man GTS is based on the 3.4-litre engine of 
the Cayman S. Specific fine tuning has deliv¬ 
ered an additional 15 hp (11 kW), with the re¬ 
sult that the Cayman GTS offers 340 hp (250 
kW). The torque has also increased by ten 
newton metres to 380 Nm. 

Further emphasising the distinctive charac¬ 
ter of the GTS is the Sport Chrono package 
and Porsche Active Suspension Management 
(PASM), fitted as standard. These offer the 
driver the opportunity to not only modify the 
damper stiffness, but also subtly change the 
throttle characteristics of the engine. In con¬ 
junction with the optional Doppelkup- 
plungsgetriebe (PDK) seven-speed 
double-clutch transmission, the Launch Con¬ 


trol function accessed via the Sport Plus but¬ 
ton enables the Cayman GTS to accelerate 
from 0-62 mph in 4.6 seconds, 0.3 secs 
quicker than a standard Cayman S with PDK. 

With the standard manual six-speed trans¬ 
mission, a top speed of 177 mph is possible. 
The new GTS is also the first mid-engined 
Porsche coupe to be certified according to 
the Euro 6 emissions standard, and achieves 
an overall fuel consumption with PDK of 34.4 
mpg Combined (31.4 mpg with manual 
transmission). 

The dynamic engine mounts also offered as 
part of the Sport Chrono package enables 
the Cayman GTS to offer an impressive 
breadth of chassis responsiveness. Under ac¬ 
celeration, cornering or braking, the mount¬ 
ings between the body shell and engine 
stiffen automatically to reduce the effects of 
mass transfer during dynamic manoeuvres, 
further increasing agility. 

Furthermore, the standard fit Porsche Ac¬ 
tive Suspension Management (PASM) en¬ 
ables the driver to switch between 
progressive sporting behaviour and long-dis¬ 
tance comfort at the press of a button. Stylish 
black painted 20-inch diameter Carrera S 
alloy wheels riding on 235/35 tyres at the 
front and 265/35 tyres at the rear complete 
the chassis set-up. 

The Cayman GTS can also be specified with 
a new, optional sports chassis configuration 
that lowers the ride height by 20 mm, under¬ 
lying the fact that at the heart of every 
Porsche is a race car suitable for both the cir¬ 
cuit and everyday use. 

The strong, individual character of the Cay¬ 


man gains further independence with the 
GTS model. A distinctively styled front spoiler 
and black-finish Bi-Xenon headlights - with 
the Porsche Dynamic Light System (PDLS) as 
standard - are a subtle clue to the new 
model's identity, which is confirmed from be¬ 
hind with exterior lettering in silky black 
gloss finish, and a re-styled lower rear apron. 

Inside, bolstered sports seats and leather 
trim are standard. Like other Porsche GTS 
models, the sporting ambience of the interior 
is refined with Alcantara elements. 

The GTS lineage 

The Porsche Cayman can trace its roots 
back to the legendary 904 Carrera GTS of the 
1960s, which likewise was a mid-engined 
two-seater coupe. Since those days, the let¬ 


ters'GTS' have stood for'GranTurismo Sport' 
and a promise of outstanding levels of 
Porsche performance. 

With the new model, Porsche is extending 
the GTS principle to the Cayman. Like the 
Cayenne GTS and Panamera GTS already, this 
is a car that stands for superior driving dy¬ 
namics in its market. 

The combination of letters originates from 
the 904 Carrera GTS, a race car launched in 
1963 that could also be registered for use on 
public roads. In the 1980s and 1990s, the 924 
GTS and 928 GTS cultivated this principle. It 
was reborn in 2007 in the form of the 
Cayenne GTS, and was subsequently also im¬ 
plemented in the'Type 997'911 and most re¬ 
cently the Panamera.
